He came to Saxton in 1886, 
and with the exception of a year or 
so, during which time he resided in 
Roaring Spring and Hopewell, he 
has been a resident of Saxton.

TO THE MACHINE 


Every Act During His Senatorial 


Service in Interest of Gang, 


THE DOCTOR'S QUESTION 


FOLLOWED LEAD OF McNIGHOL 


Smothered Meritoriout Legislation. In 


Committee, Dodged Votes on Good 
Measures and Supported Bad Bills 
Always. 


The session of the legislature in 


1906 was a ghastly joke. The work of 
the session of 1905 had so outraged the 
public conscience that the Republican 
ticket was defeated at the ensuing 
election by an overwhelming majority, 
and Governor Pennypacker called the 
extra session of 1906 to "save the 
face" of the machine. 
Its principal 


work was desti-uctive. That is to say 
Its main purpose was to repeal the 
vicious legislation of the previous 
regular session, and A. E Sisson and 
J. A, Stober, blushingly or unblush- 
Ingly, stultified themselves by voting 
for the repeal of a dozen bills for 
which less than a year before they had 
"rooted" vigorously. 


There were a few reformatory bills 


passed during this brief extra session, 
but Sisson and Stober in every in- 
stance voted to limit the merits or 
such measures to the minimum. In 
half a dozen previous sessions they 
had voted against a uniform primary 
election law, but under the spur of 
consternation they voted for the apol- 
ogy which is now on the statute book. 
It Is not all bad, of course, and can- 
dor compels the acknowledgment that 
it is an improvement on the primary 
system that prevailed previously. But 
a really meritorious law might have 
been enacted if it had not been for 
the opposition to any substantial re- 
forms by the Republican machine, In 
•which sinister purpose Sisson and Sto- 
ber invariably participated. Probably 
the best result of the session ot 1906 
•was that it retired J. A. Stober from 
legislation service. 


The Session of 1907. 


The session of 1907 opened with the 


machine in a state of uncertainty. The 
result of the election of 1906 was a 
sort of rescue from ruin, as unexpect- 
ed as it was undeserved. The machine 
managers were as avaricious for spoils 
as ever, but still under the shadow of 
abject fear. 
They Invoked cunning, 


however, to mask thedi operations and 
conceal their tricks In committee. The 
two committees In which most of the 
vicious legislation is considered are 
those on corporations and railroads. 
Sisson was chairman of the committee 
on. railroads during the session of 1907 
and third man on the committee on 
corporations. The first four men on a 
committee practically control its pro- 
ceedings. 
In the session of 1907 the 


first four names on the committee on 
corporations were Sproul, Scott, Sisson 
and Stineman, in the order named. The 
first four names on the committee on 
railroads were Sisson. Scott, Sproul 
and 
Stineman. Another 
committee 


which the machine Is always anxious 
to keep tractable is that of judiciary 
general. Mr. Sisson had second place 
on that committee and Scott third. 
•i Anti-Corporation Bills Smothered. 


Most of the bills which were antag 


onistic to corporation interests were 
smothered in committee. Among these 
were bills requiring passenger cars to 
be kept in sanitary condition, the 
equal distribution of cars to coal mines 
and the act to regulate the rate for 
transportation of freight and passen 
gers on railroads. The act defining 
the liability of railroads to employes, 
that providing penalties for giving or 
receiving free transportation and that 
authorizing courts to fix maximum pas- 
senger rates for railroads, were stifled 
in committee. It is reasonably certain 
that Sissoa was responsible tor all this 
miscarriage of just legi^ latlon Senatoi- 
Blewitt's bill to repeal the act creat 
ing the state constabulary and Senator 
Dewalfs bill filing liability of employ 
ers in actions for damages for inlurv 
or death of employes, were smothered 
In the committee on Judiciary general. 
It Is fair to presume that he had some- 
thing to do with the stifling of those 
measures. 


Senator Sisson fairly earned the ti- 


tle of ' Artful Dodger" during the s<*s- 
nion of 1907. 
It was Impossible to 


stifle in committee all measures which 
were opposed by the corporations He 
•dodged the vote on the bill to pro- 
hibit the maintenance of bucket shops. 
(Senate Journal, 1907, page 2728) He 
dodged the vote on the bill to provide 
for the health and safety of persons 
employed in and about anthracite coal 
mines. 
(Senate Journal, 1907, page 


1682). He dodged the vote on the bill 
providing that no railroad corporation 
shall acquire, purchase or guarantee 
the stock, bonds or other securities of. 
or lease or purchase the franchise of. 
or in any way control any street pas 
eenger railway corporation having con 
trol of a parallel or competing line 
(Senate Journal, 1907, page 1GS1). This 
measure was simply carrying out th< 
provisions of the constitution and was 
made necesst-ry by the fact that cer 
tain big railroads were endeavoring to 
get control of trolley lines which were 
impairing their monopoly In transpor- 
tation in certain sections. He dodged 
the vote on a bill to prevent discrimi- 
nation by and regulate the rates for

(Senate Jour- 
nal, 1907, page 1184). 


Voted For Bad Bills. 


Mr. Slsson's sins during the session 


of 1907 were not all "sins of omission," 
however, as the record thus far would 
indicate. He voted affirmatives* on bad 
bills and negatively on good bills as 
the exigencies of the machine requir- 
ed As a rule Keyser or McNichol was 
his "bell-weather" and he voted as 
they voted, probably without taking 
the trouble to inquire whether it was 
right or wrong. On the bill to create 
a bureau of elevator inspection, for 
example, he voted aye, because he was 
told the machine wanted some new 
offices to distribute among the faith- 
ful (Senate Journal, 1907, page 1088). 
The state had no more use for such a 
bureau than a dog has for two tails, 
but the machine needed the places. He 
also voted for the extension of the 
Capitol park at an expense of $2,000,- 
000. (Senate Journal, 1907, page 691). 


The McCall's Ferry dam and the 


York Haven dam in the Susquehanna 
river, and other dams in other streams 
throughout the state having given the 
machine emissaries all the water pow- 
ers and privileges they needed for the 
time being, it was decided to mo- 
nopolize the business. 
Accordingly a 


bill was introduced into the legisla- 
ture of 1907 that "no dam wall, wing- 
wall or other obstruction shall be built 
in streams, heretofore declared public 
highways." Upon this question Sisson 
voted yes. (Senate Journal, 1907, page 
1748). 


Wasting Public Funds. 


The act increasing the compensation 


of senators and representatives in the 
general assembly was about as atro- 
cious an attempt to raid the treasury 
as has ever been perpetrated. 
Upon 


that measure Sisson voted yes. (Sen- 
ate Journal, 1907, page 791). 


There were bills to create additional 


law judges in Blair. Cambria, Dela- 
ware and Erie counties, asd Sisson 
voted for all of them. 
(Senate Jour- 


nal, 1907, pages 521, 698, 806, 1363). 


Senator Sisson supported the bill au- 


thorizing one-half of all fines and for- 
feitures to which counties are entitled 
to be appropriated to law libraries. 
(Senate Journal. 1907, page 77S). This

Every 
other expedient having failed, a bill to 
create in the supreme court, the su 
perior court and all other courts a 
"judge emeritus" was introduced dur- 
ing the session of 1907 It was read in 
place by Senator McNichol, for Sena- 
tor Brown, of Philadelphia. 
It. pro- 


vided that after a judge had served a 
certain period of time he became a 
judge emeritus and during the rest of 
his life would be entitled to full pay 
without performing any service. The 
machine senators, including Sisson, 
weie enthusiastic for the bill. It was 
promptly* reported out of the commit 
tee on judiciary general, of which Sis- 
son was a member, but after passing 
second reading was retired. It was a 
trifle too rank tor the country sena- 
tors. 


The bill providing for the initiative 


and referendum in cities had a rather 
"rocky road to travel." 
The people 


wanted it and didn't hesitate to let the 
fact be known 
But the machine was 


against it flat It was -a house bill and 
referred to the committee on judiciary 
general in the senate, from which it 
wan subsequently reported with a neg- 
ative recommendation. 
On May 13 


Senator Grim moved to place it on the 
calendar, which required an affirmar 
tive vote of two-thirds. A majority of 
the senators favored it, but the minor- 
ity amounted to more than one-third 
and the motion was defeated, the ayes 
being 22 and the nays 17'Senator Sis- 
son voted against the measure 


Railroad Commission Bill Mutilated. 
Senator Sisson was 
chairman, on 


the part of the senate, of the commit- 
tee on conference, to which was re- 
ferred the differences between the two 
houses on the bill to create the state 
railroad commission. During the con- 
sideration of the measure he aimed 
to make it as innocuous as possible, 
and his vote for it was 
reluctantly 


cast 
In conference, he opposed every 


feature which might invest it with 
potency for 'good and finally secured 
the adoption of the measure, which 
has since been practically useless ex- 
cept as a medium of extracting money 
from the treasury to pay the salaries 
of the commissioners and employes 
He declared that the bill as it came 
from the house was "too grasping," 
but that cannot be said of it as it 
came from the conference committee 
and became a law. 


The Republican candidate for audi- 


tor general proved his fidelity to the 
machine, moreover, by voting against 
the McCord bill, which provided for an 
expression of party opinion at the pri- 
maries for United States senator. Pen- 
rose knew what that meant to him and 
BO did Sisson

It appears that Robert Von Mosch- 
zisker was an assistant district attor- 
ney in Philadelphia at the time that

Editor /^Bedford Gazette:—I sup- 
pose you will call me "Bruner the 
Wandering Jew," as I am'in a dif- 
ferent place' every time you hear 
from me. It is not my wish, but 
Uncle Sam!s; he lays, out our route 
and we must follow it. But this is 
not telling of the Hudson-Fulton 
Celebrationu, as I promised/ so now 
I will start on my experiences in 
Greater New York during a, celebra- 
tion of this kind. 
We anchored up 
in the Hudson RLver the morning'of 
the 23rd. Our anchorage is on one 
of the most beautiful rivers in the 
U. S.; on each side is nothing but 
nigh, banks literally covered with 
large.-rgreen trees and on top-of these 
banks one sees some very beautiful 
mansions.

On the Jersey side one can see camp- 
ers galore sitting around their tents 
watching- the Battle Fleet swinging 
at anchor in mid-stream. • A small 
shed jh.as been erected along .the 
beach for the accommodation of', the 
•men off all the battleships, both.the: 
TT. S, and the foreign men-of-war. 
It was here~ I stood arid gazed put 
upon the Fleet wondering, if we 
should return to Australia,, would 
our cousins across 'the sea believe 
this was the same Fleet which visited 
them in 1908? 
; 


Well, I asked a man what car 1 
should take,to bring me to the cor- 
ner at the Flat Iron building; He 
told me, but was afraid I • could not 
find the way myself; he even' told me 
that he,would go right down with 
me but-,I declined, for-the feason that 
I have heard of New York's guides 
"bejtbre. f' got a car which 'brought 
me very close to where I wanted to 
go, walked to Broadway, and it was 
then about 7 o'clock in the evening. 
I did not hesitate-a moment to get 
right into the throng that iwas-sway- 
ing backward and forward and half 
the time I was off my feet entirely. 
I 1 finally managed to -get -to "Forty- 
Second Street, and here it was worse 
than before. .The cafes did a tre- 
mendous business; I tried to get near 
the door but found it utterly iinpos- 
' -sible.' Every hotel in Manhattan was 
jammed-full, even to: cot space. " I 
got'a. bed, if that is what you would 
•call it (I .wouldn't, for it was what 
•we call a "down bed," that is down 
on the .floor) but could not • go to 
sleep; for the other noted (?) guests 
•<>f the house kept coming in and 
walking • over . us who were already 
down. When we would hear anyone 
•coming in the large room we would 
all make some kind of a'noise so we 
would miss the footprints' of the 
stranger. 


Got up'-about 6- o'clock feeling 
-worse than if I had not slept at all; 
wandered down to Chinatown and 
managed to get a seat at one.of the 
tables. 
There I sat, eating Chop 
Suey and watching the people get 
turned away for want of room at 
-tables-.^,-.. I-,.also .to.ok a run down to 
•the Bowery. "The Bowery, I'll never 
j*d there any more," for what people 
were not trying to sell you rings were 
trying to trade you a flying machine 
i'or a cigarette. I never saw so many 
;fakes.in my life. Why, kids who-can 
iardly navigate will be seen at any 
hour of the night with a bundle of 


. papers or a shoe-shining kit across 
their shoulders, puffing away on a 
•cigarette stump. 
I caught a car for my ship,'arriv- 
ing aboard at 8 o'clock, and to my 
•surprise"!' found the whole Fleet in 
holiday attire, as the great water car- 


- nival, in which at least nine hundred 
boats of all description took part, 
paraded past the lines of the battle- 
ships. At 10 o'clock I went up to the 
forecastle to watch the balloon aseen- 
,-sion,. which proved to be quite a suc- 
•cess. 
During the parading of the 
boats I had the pleasure of seeing 
the oldest steamboat in the world, 
:built in 1836, and inamed the Nor- 
•vvich; also the old Henry Hudson 
"'Half Moon," which had for its crew 
.Hollanders in native dress. 
Then 


••came the Clermont, which gave Rob- 
ert Fulton a great name, being the 
first steamboat in the world; its ap- 
pearance in line caused no little com- 
jnent along the shore. 
Next came 


•.the 
Roosevelt 
with 
Commander 
.Peary in charge, haying just return- 
ed from the North Pole. J. P. Mor- 
gan ' had his yacht in line and it cer-' 
tainly made a fine appearance. 
In 
.the evening at S o'clock all ships in 
.tne river were illuminated at the 


• same time and one thought that only 
one switch was used. 
The search 


.lights in tne city were playing differ- 
ent colored lights upon the sky, mak- 
ing the sight one of the most beauti- 
ful ever before witnessed in New 
York City.

State College

beginning November 30. The object 
of these courses is to assist young 
men in increasing their earning pow- 
er through study in the State School 
of Agriculture during the winter 
months.

'THE PROPOSED AMENDMENTS 


At the election on November 2 the 


voters of Pennsylvania will be called 
upon to pass upon ten proposed 
amendments to the constitution of 
<the state. Some weeks ago -we pub- 
lished the amendments in tull at our 
own expense (the state authorities 
did not seem to desire that the in- 
formation be officially given to Dem- 
ocratic voters, hence did not author- 
ize then publication in The Gazette), 
but the iuipoitance of the matter 
s>eems to wairant the re-publication 
-of at least a synopsis of the pioposed 
amendments, as follows. 


No 1—Provides that where a va- 
cancy in office occurs two months or 
more before the general election in 
November—in offices in which vacan- 
cies may be filled by appointment of 
the Governor—the vacancy bhall be 
filled at the said election 
The provision now in force is that 
the vacancy shall have occurred three 
months or more before the election 
No. 2—Fixes the term of the State 
Treasurer and of the Auditor-General 
-at four years each, instead of three 
.and two years, respectively, as at 
present, but provides that the State 
Treasurer and the Auditor-General 
•elected in 1909 shall serve toims of 
three years each. 
No 3—Provides that the term of 


office of Justices of the Peace and of 
Aldermen shall be six >ears, instead 
of five years, as ac. present. 
No 4—-Applies only to Philadel- 
phia and fixes the term of office of 
"Magistrate at six years. At present 
the term is five years. 
No. 5—Provides that the general 
election shall be held biennially in 
each even-numbered year, on the 
Tuesday next following the first Mon- 
day of November, instead of annually, 
as at present. 
No. C—Abolishes the February 
election and provides that the munici- 
pal election shall be held biennially, 
ia the odd-numbered years, on the 
Tuosdav next following the first Mon- 
day of November, instead of annually, 
as at present. 
No. 
7—Provides that 
Election 
Boards shall be elected biennially in- 


stead of annually, and further, tha 
the General Assembly may by law re- 
quire said boards to be appointed 
either generidly or in cities only, in- 
stead of being elected. 
No. 8—Provides that State officers 
shall be elected on a general election 
day (November of even-numbered 
years), and that local officers shall be 
elected on a municipal election day 
.(November of odd-numbered years) 
No. S—Fixes the term oi.' office of 
Jall county officers as four years, in- 
stead of three, as at present. 
No. 10—Provides that the terms oi 


office of County Commissioners and 
of County Auditors shall be four 
years,, instead of three years, as at 
present, classifying them as county 
officers 
coming under the ninth 
amendment. 


Little or no objection is raised to 


the doing away with the February 
election and nine of the proposed 
amendments seem to be harmless, but 
the latter clause of No. 7 makes it 
most objectionable. 


This latter clause provides that 


"the General Assembly may by law 
require said boards to be appointed, 
either generally or in cities only, in- 
stead of being elected." 


It does not require prophetic vision 


to see what would be the effect of 
making this amendment a part of the 
supreme law of the state. The his- 
tory of the acts of the General As- 
sembly is known, and we have no bet- 
ter way of judging of its future do- 
ings than by its past acts. With a 
body of men dominated by the Re- 
publican Machine in the Legislature 
it would Toe unsafe to bestow that 
powerjipon the .General Assembly. 


Vote it down. 
It Is argued by some of the ma- 


chine organs of the state that voting 
against the_ seventh amendment on 
account of the latter clause, and de- 
feating it, would also defeat the first 
lapse."' True; but better, far belter 
fisi.T election boards be elected an- 
nually than that a party machine^may 
have- power to appoint boards ^hd" 
the voters of the districts have noth-, 
ing to say as to who shall serve them 
on the election board, which would 
be the result should the amendment 
receive the endorsement of the elec- 
tors of th state. Vote against it. 


TROLLEY TALK 


Now that the charter for the Bed- 


ford, Fulton and Franklin road has 
been secured we may expect work to 
be begun before long

That this road will be of great 


value to this as well as the other 
counties is evident. 
A very sensible

duced from Public Opinion (Cham- 
bersburg): 


The news that the party of capital- 
ists who propose to build an electric 
railway line from Bedford to Cham- 
bersburg, have been granted their 
charter by the Governor, even though 
opposed by some Franklin County 
capitalists who are interested in the 
proposed ChamDersburg and Western, 
will be hailed with satisfaction. It is 
a fact that wnerever electric lines 
have been built real estate values 
jump tremendously. 
It is even a 
question whether property owners 
could not afford to combine to build a 
line, and then give the line away, so 
greatly does it enhance the value of 
farm lands along the right of way. 
Franklin County is fast getting a 
goodly number of these electric lines 
and is profiting accordingly .As yet 
the development-has been altogether 
in the eastern end of the county. Now 
it bids fair to be the residents of the 
western end who will profit from the 
activity of the promoters. 
If the 
Bedford, Fulton and Franklin, and 
the Chambersburg and Western are 
both built, the farmers through 
whose lands the lines will pass will 
be in the biggest kind of luck and 
should do e\erytliing in their power 
to assist LUC parties who are endeav- 
oring to stuft money into their pock- 
ets.

Bedford County Boy Writes of Big 


Celebration. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 10, 1909. 
Editor Gazette:—Beginning Sun- 
day morning, October 3, and continu- 
ing to and including October 9, this 
city celebrated its first Centennial, 
1909 being the 100th anniversary of 
the founding of the metropolis of the 
middle southwest. 
All services and 
parades of the week were Wry much 
in keeping with the occasion. Among 
the important features on the pro- 
gram were a lecture in the coliseum 
by Dr. Cook, the Arctic explorer; 
airships, aeroplanes and balloons ga- 
lore. The program of events follows:

founder of this city, in Forest Park 
for commemoration exercises.

This being the promi- 
nent feature is given first place1 
n the parade. The other floats were 
iecorated and carried people cos- 
tumed characteristic of the" different 
countries of the world.

made excellent progress during the 
100 years of its existence, although 
the motto for the Centennial was "To 
the Front, St Louis."

The great Barmim & Bailey shows 
had been advertised for a long time 
and the boys and girls as well as the 
older members of the family had 
been cheating the Sunday SchooL box 
and the collection basket at ,church 
by either withholding some of th'e 
money or putting a button in in lieu, 
-of tne-actual money, in order to have 
Enough "saved for -the big show, and 
to' buy a glass of red lemo'nade, 
"which, often makes, one feel blue. ' 
Plat on the ground^just outside the 
-show grounds reposed-a,portly negro 
woman. 
She was black "as a moon- 
less night, had snow white hair, no 
teeth and many wrinkles.

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OR a few years after the young 


orchard is set out it will do 
better if it is cultivated. Dur- 
ing these first few years, be- 


fore the trees come into bearing, it is 
neither necessary nor desirable to let 
the land lie idle. Some cultivated crop 
can be grown between the rows of 
trees, thus utilizing the land and giv- 
ing the orchard the needed cultivation. 
Corn is not a very good crop for this 
purpose, since it grows too rank, shad- 
ing the young trees and depriving them 
of their share of the moisture supply. 
Potatoes are one of the best crops that 
can be grown in a young orchard. 
Squashes and cabbages also fit in well. 
It is often convenient to have the veg- 
etable garden in the orchard during 
the first few years. Small fruit can 
also be profitably grown as a filler 
crop. 
Where bush fruits are used, 


however, they must be cut out as soon 
as the orchard comes into bearing. 
(Whatever crop is grown it should not

'•come within three or four feet of the 
young trees, as they need plenty of 
sunlight and moisture. 


The filler crop should receive fre- 


quent and thorough cultivation. 
As 


soon as the land can be worked in the 
spring It should be plowed, unless this 
has been done the fall before. 
After 


plowing the disk or spring tooth har- 
row very effectively breaks up the 
clods and fines the surface. A final 
harrowing will complete the process of 
getting the soil in shape. 


Cultivation. 


There are two principal objects in 


cultivating the orchard. In the first 


i place, cultivation, as explained in ar- 
ticle No. 2, liberates plant food and so 
enables the plant to make a fastei 
growth. 
It is a wasteful practice to 


apply fertilizers to the orchard until 
you have made the fertility that is al 
'ready there available by cultivation. 


j The second reason for tillage is to 
conserve moisture and promote deep 
rooting. The upper layer of a cultlvat 
ed soil is dry, and in consequence the 
roots will turn downward to seek a 
layer In which there is more moisture 
At the same time the upward rise ol 
water by capillarity is checked jnst at 
the dry layer, so that little is lost by 
evaporation. It Is very important to 
make the soil a vast storehouse of 
moisture for orchard trees, since they 
Imust have large quantities if they are 
to produce profitably. 
A full grown 


apple tree gives off as much as 250 gal 
Ions of water a day through its leaves 
during the summer months. 


Cover Crops. 


1 As the trees come into bearing the 
'growth of a cultivated crop between 
jthe rows should be discontinued. Some 
cultivation, however, will still be nee 
'essary if the best results are to be se 
cured. One of the best means to give 
^Is is by plowing and preparing the 
soil in the spring and then sowing 
clover or some legume as a catch crop 
This will supply the soil with nitrogen 
and humus and keep it in good phys- 
ical condition. Calves, sheep or hogs 
may be turned into the orchard in the 
fall to eat the closer, or it may be 
plowed under the next spring 


The trees will be so large by this 


•time thai it will be Impossible to cul- 
'tlvnte close to them, nor is this neces- 
•sary, since the feeding roots arc far- 
ther out in fie spaces between tlio 
rows 
The space close around the 


trees may be seeded to blue grass or 
some other perennial. 


As the orchard gets older it may bo 


left in clover for two or throe yonrs 
at a time. An occasional plowing and 
resecding \vill be necessary to renew 
the clover and to prevent the «rcbird 
.froin becoming sod bound. Tf nsecl s\* 
a hog pnsti.re the hogs will keep the 
soil loosened up sufficiently, at tlio 
same tim? adding considerable fertil- 
ity. In su< h a case all the treatment 
that Is necessary Is an occasional re- 
secdlng. If well fed the hogs will do 
no damage to the apple trcos. On 
[the otber hand, they will do a great

deal of good by eating wormy fruit 
and thus destroying the worms. 


Where it Is not convenient 'to allow 


hogs or sheep in the orchard an occa- 
sional load of well rotted sta'ble ma- 
nure will be beneficial. Do not pile 
this around the trees, but scatter it 
evenly over the ground. Wood ashea 
are a good substitute for .manure, but 
can seldom be obtained In sufficient 
amounts to be used to advantage. 


If the orchard la properly attended 


to from the start little prunicg will be 
necessary. It is much better to pinch 
off a twig occasionally than to cut off 
a branch as big as your arm a few 
years later. It takes but a little time 
to go over the orchard in the spring 
and clip off such twigs as do not seem 
to be needed. The object should be toa 
produce an even, spreading, some-* 
what open head. 
If it ever does 


become necessary to remove large 
branches they should be cut close to 
tlte trunk and the wounds painted 
with white lead. It is better to do 
this severe pruning in the winter be- 
fore the sap begins to run. 


Spraying For Insects. 


One of the most effective means of 


securing large crops of fruit is spray- 
ing. 
Fruit trees of all kinds are sub- 


ject to many injurious insects and dis- i 
eases, which if left to themselves will 
materially lessen the yields. There are 
two kinds of insects—biting and suck- 
ing. The former can be combated by 
means of poisons -sprayed upon the 
leaves. The sucking insects, of which 
plant lice are the most common exam- 
ples, cannot be killed in this way, 
since they drill into the plant and suck 
the juices. The most effective remedy 
'or them is some insecticide which will 
ill by contact, like kerosene emulsion. 
This is made by dissolving 
half--a 


pound of soap in a gallon of boiling 
water, adding two gallons of kerosene 
and churning the mixture violently un- 
til the oil is thoroughly mixed with 
the soapsuds.* This is diluted with 
nine times as much water before 
using. It may be applied with a spray . 
pump whenever the lice are trouble- 
some and is a very effective remedy. I 


The biting insects are by far the 


most troublesome in the orchard. Of 
these the codling moth probably does 
the most damage. 
It is the larvae 


hatched from the eggs of the codling 
moth that cause1 wormy apples 
The 


tent caterpillar and canker worm at- 
tack the leaves, sometimes stripping 
the tree bare There is no better rom 
edy for these insects than paris green 
dissolved in water at the rate of one i 
pound to 100 gallons. Three pounds of 
freshly slaUpcl lime should be added tc 
prevent injui\ to the foliage. 
Paris 


green can also be used for the plum , 
curculio and for the other insects which 
attack the plum and cherry. The toli- , 
age of these trees is more tender than i 
that of the apple, however, and for I 
that reason some less severe insec- j 
ticide, such as arsenate of lead dis- ' 
solved at the rate of throe pounds tc ' 
fifty gallons of water, is better. 
i 


Spraying For Fungous Diseases.

The most troublesome fungous dis- 


eases are apple scab, plum, pear and 
cherry leaf spot and peach leaf curl ] 
The most efficient fungicide is bor- 
deaux mixture 
This is made by dis- 


solving four pounds of copper sulphate j 
and four pounds of lime in fifty gal-1 
Ions of water 
The object of a fungi- 


cide is not to cure diseases, but to pre- 
vent them.

spread by means of spores, whic b are I 
carried from leaf to loaf by the wind ' 
When they nlight on a leaf, especially ! 
if the surface is a little moist, they ' 
grow and produce another center of' 
disease.

ing made effective for" both insects and 
diseases. 


If you have many fruit trees it will 


pay to send to the experiment station 
for a spraying calendar, which will

give full directions concerning time 
and manner of spraying. 
For apples 


the first ' spraying should be given 
about the time the first leaves burst 
the buds, the second just before the 
blossoms open and the third jnst be- 
fore they fall. If necessary, a fourth 
spraying may be given from ten to 
twenty days after the third. In late 
July or early August another spraying 
should be given for the second brood 
of the codling moth. The two most 
important sprayings are just before 
the blossoms open and just after they 
rail. 


Boxes are better than barrels for 


marketing high class fruit, as the fruit 
can be presented more attractively in 
this way There is an advantage In a 
small package, too, as people will often 
buy a box of apples when they woulo 
never think of buying a barrel

In the cloae of the last chapter we 


saw how the chief captain, Claudius 
Lyslas, sent Paul safely to Caesarea 
•with a letter to Felix, the governor, In 
which he stated that there was noth- 
ing against the prisoner worthy of 
death or of bonds, but simply some 
question of Jewish law; that the Jews 
would bpve killed him If he had not 
rescued iSm from them; that he under- 
stood that they were still determined 
to kill him, and, being a Roijjan citi- 
zen, he had sent him to CaesaTea, com- 
manding his accusers to appear against 
him there. After five days the high 
priest and the elders, with a certain 
orator to speak for them, appeared be- 
fore Felix, and Paul was brought forth 
to meet them. With some flattery, 
which evidently wearied Felix, and 
therefore the orator cut it-short, 'he 
told a number of lies about Paul, 
which the high priest and the elders 
indorsed. Flattery and lying are still 
the order of the day among some reli- 
gious bodies. But God is a God of 
truth, and in due time truth will pre- 
vail.' 


Being permitted to speak for him- 


self, Paul denied 'all their accusation* 
and briefly stated the whole truth, of 
the matter, snowing that It was wholly 
a matter of doctrine and of opinion as 
to what the Scriptures really taught; 
that he believed all that was written 
In the law and In the prophets and 
looked for a resurrection of the dead, 
both of the jnst and the. unjust. This 
meant Jesus risen from the dead as 
Israel's promised Messiah, the Son of 
David, to sit on David's throne; also a 
fulfillment of Ezek. xxxvil, Jer. xxiii, 
Isa. be, Dan. vii and all the prophets 
concerning the future of the nation 
and the king who shall reign in right- 
eousness. It meant the resurrection of 
Els-body, the church, at His coming to 
:he air for His saints (I Thess. iv, 16- 
18; I Cor. xv, 51-54), though that would 
not be specially in his mind, as he 
thought of Israel. It meant the resur- 
rection of the unjust and the great 
white throne judgment at the end of 
:he millennial reign of Christ.' It meant 
that God will judge the world in right- 
eousness by that man whom He hath 
ordained, whereof he bath given as- 
surance unto all men In that He hath 
raised Him from the dead (xvii, 31) 
This, 
with 
justification 
by 
faith 


iirough the finished work of Christ 
apart from any works of the law, was 
counted heresy by these zealous Jews. 
But Jesus Himself taught this kind of 
heresy whe i He said, "O fools and 
slow of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken" (Luke xxiv, 25) 


Today there are with many no re 


liable writings of Moses, no predic- 
tion whate-er, no future for Israel, 
nothing supernatural, no coming again 
of Christ, no wrath of God. but all 
such 
are 
simply unbelievers 
and 


stand against Christ, for He testified 
that all things written in the law of 
Moses and in the prophets and in the 
Psalms concerning Him must be ful- 
filled (Luke xxiv, -±4;. Felix is said to 
have had more perfect knowledge of 
"the way" (verse 22) perhaps because 
his wife, Drusilln was a Jewess, so 
he postponed the case until Lyslas, the 
chief captain, should come and tell 
what he knew 
Meantime he gave 


Paul into ttie keeping of a centurion, 
with orders to let him have liberty 
and to allow all his friends to come to 
see him and to minister to him. This 
made it comparatively easy for Paul 
and would give him .opportunity to 
strengthen the faith of the brethren at 
Caesarea, and he would certainly have 
much to tell of the Lord's doings since 
first He met him on the way to Da- 
mascus, and they would not be apt to 
weary of hearing of His wondrous 
works. 


From time to time Felii sent for 


him and h^ard him concerning the 
faith in Christ, and on one occasion as 
he and his wife Brasilia, listened to 
Paul reasoning of righteousness, tem- 
perance and judgment to come Felix 
actually trembled, but put his convic- 
tions from him, saying: "Go thy way 
for this time. When I have a conven- 
ient season I will call for three." For 
two years this continued, Felix always 
hoping that Paul would offer him mon- 
ey to release him, and with that hope 
he sent for him the oftener. But Paul, 
having no thought of any release but a 
righteous one, never offered him a 
bribe, and 90 the successor of Felix 
came into olJce and found Paul still a 
prisoner, Felix's convenient time to re- 
pent never having come. 


"Tomorrow" is not only the great 


word in, many lands concerning tem- 
poral affairs, but it is the devil's great 
word for all who give any thought to 
their souls' welfare and for many 
saved ones concerning good works 
which they know ought to be done. 
The word of the Lord is, "Behold, now 
is the accepted time; behold, now is 
the day of salvation" (II Cor. vi, 2); 
"Today, if ye will hear His voice, 
harden not your hearts" (Heb. iii, 15). 
A word In Prov. xxix, 1, also comes to 
mind as we think of Felix and all 
such. 
The sinner may well trem- 


ble as he thinks of his own sin and Is 
told that the unrighteous cannot enter 
the kingdom of God, but there Is com- 
fort in Bom. vi, 23. Concerning tem- 
perance, or self control, .the result of 
righteousness, see Tit. il, 12. Of Judg- 
ment we hare already spoken.

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PHILADELPHIA DEMOCRATS 


GREET MR. MUN80N 


Reception Was Given Him In Quaker 


City—He !• Pleased With 


jthe Outlook. 


A reception was given by many 


prominent Democrats" to their nominee 
for justice of the supreme court, Cyrus 
LaRue Munson, in the headquarters of 
the Democratic city committee, Phila- 
delphia, -Monday afternoon. Mr. Mun- 
son went there from Atlantic City, and 
after spending half of the day with the 
Philadelphia Democrats, returned to 
the coal region, where he met many 
gatherings last^week. He made no for- 
mal speech, as he had decided that 
propriety demanded from him ' an 
avoidance of partisanship, but as he 
explained, he wanted to show hls^fel- 
low Democrats his appreciation of'the 
honor which they had bestowed, upon 
aim in the nomination for the highest 
judicial tribunal in the state. 


In addition to all the members of 


the 
city committee, with the ward 


chairmen, under the direction of City 
Chairman John O'Donnell. the gather- 
ing included scores of Democrats who 
dropped into the rooms between 2 and 
4 o'clock. Most of them remained only 
long enough to shaks hands with Mr. 
Munson and wish him success. The 
nominee, in a few* informal remarks, 
said that he had received so much en- 
couragement in the interior of the 
state from independents as well as 
his own solid party, that he now be- 
lieved "It is up to Philadelphia" to de- 
cide the election in the whole state. 


Mr. Munson added that he found old 


animosities buried by Democrats in the 
many counties that he had visited, and 
he'believed there was a new era close 
ahead. "I believe," Mr. Munson said, 
"that the Democratic party of Penn- 
sylvania is in better condition today 
than it has been in since 1895 or 1896." 
This, he thought, would be shown, "if 
not fully in the coming election, at 
least in the not distant future." 


What Was the Governor's Reasons? 
Governor Pennypacker 
must have 


had some grave reason for refusing to 
appoint Robert Von Moschzisker to 
the vacancy on the bench of Philadel- 
phia upon the death of the late Judge 
McCarthy. Governor Psnnypacker is 
a strong partisan. He believes with 
Taft in the "solidarity" of the party 
and would probably' make any reason- 
able sacrifice, or would then when he 
was in public life and still aspiring. 
But he absolutely refused to oblige 
his friends, Israel W. Durham, James 
I'. McNiehol and Dave Lane, by ap- 
pointing their man to the bench. 


Governor Pennypacker 
has 
often 


written entertainingly. 
His style is 


unique and fascinating and his erudi- 
tion -makes whatever he writes inter- 
esting. It is safe to say, however, 
that he has never written anythiiig 
that so absorbed public interest in 
Pennsylvania 
as the statement he 


might write on the subject of why he 
was so determined in his opposition 
to placing Robert Von Moschzisker on 
the bench in Philadelphia. 
Of course, 


he was not influenced by any trivial 
reason. If the gentleman had aspired 
to an office of less dignity and im- 
portance, an unimportant reason would 
serve. But with respect to the bench 
it is different. 


In the absence of a statement on the 


subject from Governor Pennypackei 
any conjecture 
may be advanced, 


moreover, which is" an additional rea- 
son that he should speak. He was a 
member of the district attorney's staff 
when James P. McNiehol alleges that 
office was prostituted to the basest 
uses that can be imagined. 
He was 


assistant district attorney when Me- 
Nichol says that office was bribed to 
consent to fixing a jury to acquit a 
ballot box stuffer. Can it be that Pen- 
nypacker 
refused to appoint 
him 


judge on that account. 


Importance ot Registration. 


It is not generally known to the vot- 


ers of the cities that the present reg 
istration will be used by the elec 
tion officers to conduct the primaries 
to be held in June, 1910. when a gov- 
ernor, congressmen, representatives in 
the legislature and an Important coun- 
ty ticket is to be nominated. If, there 
fore, your name is not on the registry 
list this fall, you cannot participate 
In the selection of those Important of- 
ficials in June Voters ^n cities of the 
third class have one more chance to 
set tfiemselves right for next year's 
primaries. Don't "overlook the bet." 


'Injustice to Mr. Aldrlch.
